Surveys show water-diluter 
separators lose an average of 18', of the butterfat, 
produce lower grading cream. 
But mechanical separators, correctly adjusted 
and operated, will save all but a very small per­ 
centage of the butterfat. 
Moreover, tests have 
shown that producers who use mechanical sepa­ 
rators market up to 7H ( of first-grade cream, w hile 
only about 40', of the hand-or water-separated 
cream marketed Is first grade. 
'I'hus, with even only three cows, a mechanical 
separator can pay for itself in as little as six months 
and l>egin earning a profit. The five minuie.s i day 
it takes to wash artd sterilize a separator pays out 
well in dollars and cents. 
Of course, there’s a lot more to milk and cream 
quality than the method of separation used 
It 
begins with healthy cows. Cleanliness every step 
of the way, quick cooling and frequent marketing 
— all count heavily. Nearly all state agricultural 
colleges offer detailed bulletins of improvement of 
the market value of milk and cream. They are 
profitable reading.

early in the season gained 151 pounds 
per head while a sim ilar lot o f steers 
fed late-cut hay lost 2 pounds per 
head. This interesting information 
is revealed in a report of an experim ent conducted by 
the U niversity of N evada. 
T he two lots of steers averaged 535 pounds at the 
start of the feeding experiment in N ovem ber. They 
were weighed again at the end o f IOO days with the 
above result. 
T he hay classed as early cut was put up on duly IO, 
and that classed as late cut was harvested on Sep­ 
tem ber IO. 
After the 100-day period, all the steers were shipped 
back to the sum mer range which they had been on the 
previous summer. T hey were m arketed in Septem ber. 
B y that tim e, the lot fed the early-cut hay weighed 69 
pounds more than those fed late-cut hay, according to 
the N evada report. A t 15 cents a pound, the extra gain 
was worth $10.35 more per steer.
